The More You Study It,. the 
More Vicious It Becomes, 
He Says 


Mayor James G.

new charter, which will be voted upon 
by the people on Wednesday. 

The mayor declared that the more you 
study the document the more vicious 
it becomes. 

For instance, he says, in section 161 
of the charter it says council shall have 
the right to sell, lease or exchange, for 
a period of five years, the Lakewood 
property. 

“What they mean by selling for five 
years, I don’t know,” Mr. Woodward 
says, “but this much is clear. The gang 
is trying to put that magnificent piece 
of city property in the hands of a bunch 
of real estate sharks to exploit it for 
their own profits. The same proposi- 
tion was up last year, and the people 
voted it down. Now the advocates of 
the new charter are trying to quietly 
slip it over the people. 

“Their principal argument for the 
vicious document seems to be that it 
would allow the abolition of the sani- 
tary tax.” 

This tax the mayor declares can be 
removed by council at any time, and his 
cpinion is concurred in by the Assistant 
City Attorney W. D. Ellis, Jr. 

Mayor Woodward declares that the 
new charter, even if it should pass at 
the election Wednesday, would never 
stand in the court because in there is 
a provision allowing the waterworks 
department to make contracts for a term 
of three years. It is illegal for the 
city to make a contract covering the 
term of more than one council, or for 
more than a year, he declares. 

In discussing the document Monday, 
Mayor Woodward said that it put the

Domestic Rows, “Crap”

and,One Shot by Officer, 
Record for Crimson Sunday

BIRMINGHAM, Ala, Sept. 22.—Only 
one man is in jail Monday as a result 
of the six homicides in Jefferson coun- 
ty Sunday. A seventh man is in a 
dying condition at an infirmary and will 
not live through the day . 

Only one white man was killed, Hen- 
ry Moran. He was assassinated when 
he stepped from a trolley car out in the 
country by two negroes who escaped 
after robbing the body. 

John Bennett, negro, was stabbed to 
death by a negro woman who literally 
cut him to pieces. Noah Lowe stabbetl 
“Buster” Ridgeway to death over a crap 
game. Both were negroes. Mounted Po- 
licemayp Sorrell killed Dave Evans, ne- 
gro. The latter had fired at him. Mary 
Gray, a negro, died from the effects of 
poison and the police believe she was 
murdered. Macon Colquitt, negro kill- 
ed his wife. He surrendered. wilt 
Smith, another negro, was hit over the 
head with an axe by an unidentified ne- 
gro. He will die.

COURTMARTIAL LIKELY 
FOR WEST POINT CADETS 


(By Associated Press.) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Kighteen 


cadets of West Point, now under pun- 
ishment for hazing, will lay themselves 
liable to court martial by appealing to 
Secretary Garrison without first com- 
Plaining to the superintendent of the 
military academy. The first complaint 
reached Washington today through a 
congressman. 

The cadets contend they are being 
punished for merely obeying their or- 
ders in drilling lower classmen. They 
are charged, however, with violating 
a regulation which forbids any cadet 
to force a lower classman to assume 
“any ridiculous or humiliating posture.” 

War department officials say that 
forcing the unfortunate freshmen ‘to 
puff out his chest or draw in his chin 
to a painful position comes under the 
head of “deviling youngsters” and not 
drill regulations.

JUDGE BROYLES SPEAKS 
TO NEGRO CONGREGATION 


Five Stumbling Blocks to Ne- 
sro's Progress, Recorder 
Tells Audience 


Whisky drinking, gambling, pistol tot- 
ing and vagrancy aer checking the 
progress of the negro race, Judge Nash 
R. Broyles, the city recorder, declared to 
a congregation of negroes, which pack- 
ed the Big Bethel A. M. E. chuch Sun- 
day afternoon. 

Approximately 3,000 negroes crowded 
into the big auditorium of the ehurch 
Sunday to hear the address of the 
famous police court judge, which was 
the first of a series of lectures planned 
by the colored Y¥Y. M. C. A. 

““Some things we ought to know,’ 
was the topic of the recorder’s address, 
in the course of which he made a strong 
plea to the negroes to aid in the en- 
forcement of the country’s laws. 

After enumerating five “stumbling 
blocks” Judge Broyles said: 

“If you men and women here, rep- 
resenting as you do, the finest type of 
the negro, will put your shoulders to 
the wheel, working among the negroes 
of Atlanta to abolish these evils which 
are holding you down, there is no doubt 
of your utlimate victory. 

“Bducation will be your greatest help 
in the fight. Send your children to the 
schools and teach them to be’ God-fear- 
ing and law abiding, and then the fight 
is won. 

“The negro is here to stay,” declarea 
JudgesBroyles in the course of his ad- 
Gress, “It would be impossible to carry 
ot the colonization scheme, which, is 
being suggested by some who are unfa- 
miliar with the negro question. You are 

dtizens of this country, just the same 
is myself and other whites, and as such 
must be reepected and given every con- 
sideration.” 

The large audience listened attentive- 
ly to every word in the recorder’s ad-

Here, but Bureau Says High 


Wind Saved Cotton 


According to the local weather bu- 
reau there was not enough frost any- 
where in Georgia last night to do any 
damage to the cotton crop. A minimum 
temperature of 46 degrees was reached 
but the high wind which prevailed all 
day Sunday, dried out the atmosphere to 
such an extent that there could have 
been very little frost, says the weather 
bureau. 

Passengers coming in on the train 
from Athens Monday morning reported 
that some frost was seen but that it 
was very light. At the weather bureau 
it was stated that no frost had been 
reported from any point in the state 
to that office: 

The forecast for Monday night is 
Warmer. The temperature will not go 
below 50 Monday night and there is no 
chance of frost, says the Atlanta weath- 
er bureau. This announcement will be 
reassuring as there is much cotton in 
the state that could be seriously dam- 
aged by a severe frost at this time. 

Reports of a rather heavy frost along 
the line of the Southern railway betweei 
Atlanta and Toccoa were reported Mon- 
day to State Agricultural Commissioner 
Price by a resident of Gainesville. 

There may have been frost in other 
portions of the state, but Mr. Price had 
not heard of any more at 2 o'clock, he 
said. 

“The frost in northeast Georgia will 
affect the top crop of cotton undoubt- 
edly,” said Mr. Price. “The newest 
bolls will not mature if the frost did 
strike them.”

The Free Banana. ' 


The action of the tariff conference committee in 
toting to leave bananas on the free list is, im one re- 
apect at least, significant. It disarms the crities of 
the measure of one of their favorite and most. fre- 
quently brandished weapons. Not even the removal 
ét the wool duty provoked so solemn a protest from 
Republican patriots as did the Senate amendment 
placing a tax of one-tenth of one cent a pound on 
imported bananas. This one item of the tariff bill, 
they contend, marked the Democrats as Bourbons 
at heart and scorners of the plain people. 

To these sensitvie souls, the very thought of tax- 
ing a banana wag diabolical. Clothes should be 
taxed, farming implements should bear a tariff, the 
higher the better; but when it came to burdening 
that innocent and all popular fruit, the banana, 
with a vestige of import duty, the apostles of pro- 
tection turned radical free-traders. They could wipe 
away their tears and see a ray of hope for the coun- 
try’s industry and for the working people despite 
free wool, they could gather a morsel of comfort in 
the removal of the duty on sugar; but when they 
mused upon the banana, ruthlessly shackled with a 
duty of one-tenth of one cent per pound, their com- 
posure cracked and “the fruitful river of the, eye”’ 
burst all its levees. 

Now that the Senate conferees on the tariff com- 
mittee have receded from their amendment and 
have consented that bananas shall continue on the 
free Nat, the critics of the bill may cease their lam- 
entation, We doubt that the consequence would 
have been quite sc tragic as they pictured it, had 
the duty remained. But it is distinctly gratifying 
that the duty has been withdrawn, The result will 
be encouraging to our South-and-Central American 
trade, which ought to be fostered whenever and how- 
‘ever occasion permits.

Utilizing the Parcel Post 
To Reduce the Cost of Living. 
Efforts are being made the country over to utilize 
the parce] post as a tjreet medium of exchange be- 
tween the producers.and the consumers of table sup- 
plies. The post offers rich opportunities in this re- 
spect, but they have not yet been turned to due ac- 


count. Hundreds of farmers have butte~ and eggs 


and other products whick ‘they wish to sell at fair 


prices. Thousands of city households are ready. and 
eager to buy. An between the farm and the city 
runs the parcel post with its relatively low rates 
and deliveries. It only remains for these potential 
geliers and buyers tovseize their common advantage. 

But the producer and the consumer, as the Bal- 
timore Sun points out, must make themselves known 
to each other; and in this connection the Sun offers 
a timely suggestion: “Why should not the farmers 
in every locality within the twenty-pound zone form 
selling clubs and advertise their products and thus 


reach the city consumers iréct. _ City neighborhood | 


clubs could pe formed to buy irom the country sellers, 
and thus a regular and reliable source of supply and 
demand could be established as to certain products 
whica are needed in the household every day.” . 

The parcel posts of Europe are constantly  em- 
ployed -for this purpose, and that is doubtless one 
‘reason why the cost of many necessaries is less in 
Hurope than in the United States.’ Certain it. is that 
direct trading betwepn, those “who. grow and those 
who consume table commodities would tend appreci- 
ably to reduce our cost of living. The parcel post 
has opened a way to this accomplishment.

The Tearing Up ‘of Streets. 

Atlantians can keenly sympathize with the writer 
in the Louisville Courier-Journal complains 
that the repair and extension of water or gas pipes 
ahd electric conduits “is one of the things that gets 
on the nerves of citizens who pay taxes and take 
pride in their place of habitation.” In the business 
district,° a torn-up street impedes traffic and dis- 
courages trade; in residential districts, it is a. par 
ticularly rasping nuisance and sometimes a-serious 
damage to property. Most regrettable of all, how- 
ever, are the waste and inefficiency which the re- 
peated tearing up of thoroughfares betrays in a city’s 
management. Progressive ‘municipalities are giving 
this matter earnest attention, The current issue of 
the Engineering Record notes a number of regula- 
tions that have been adopted in this regard, among 
those of New York City, 

“In New York,” says the Record, “previous 
to the laying ofa new pavement the city depart- 
ments and utility companies which have sudsur- 
face. structures are notified and ordered to make 
such repairs, renewals and extensions ,as* will 
care adequately for their services for several 
years to come. Thereafter permits for street 
openings are not granted for periods - varying: 
from one to three years, depending upon the ne- 
cessity of the case-and the condition of the pave- 
ment.

The standard period is three years in 
case a great necessity is.not shown and the pave- 
ment is in good condition: , 

“The pavement is restored under the eye of 
an inspector and is ‘done with the very greatest 
of care, the backfilling material being placed in 
thin layers, carefully: wetted andsrammed. More- 
over, the department> on utility must, ‘in addi- 
tion, furnish a bond equal in amount to about 
double the cost of the pavement disturbed. The 
bond is forfeited in case the pavement settles or 
proves unsatisfactory in other respects.” 


Atlanta’s vexing and costly experience in such 


matters is due in part to the fact that the city is 


ceaselessly growing: expansion, improvement and 
life. _ But this. does not ex- 
plain or excuse the tearing up of the same street 
several times a year for work which could be done 
as a unit just as easily and far more cheaply than 
piecemeal. This is an ill. which business methods 
and business methods alone can remedy.

Her’ husband 
borrowed a great sum of money, had the necklace du- 
plicated by a jeweler, and gave it to the rich woman, 
to avoid the charge of theft. The poor couple worked 
years to pay off the debt. The wretched woman, re- 
duced to drudgery, lost all her beauty; became wrin- 
kled, bent, cid before her time. One day she met by 
chance her wealthy friend, ‘They. spoke of the neck- 
lace. The poor wornan told the truth about her experi- 
ence. The rich woman said it was too bad—for the 
necklace was but paste. r : 

The tale is an artistic expression of what might 
be called The Horror of Jewels.

days the wealthy classes’ lock their’ real jewels in 
safety deposit vaults and wear imitation. They can 
arouse all the detestable emotions desired by wearing 
the false jewels, and’ run no risk of losing the real. 
The paste jewel holds the same “legal tender” relation 
socially to the true jewel that the ten-dollar bill holds 
commercially to the gold eagle. : 

Expensive jewels are of value to the rich as a quick 
means of squandering their money and creating mis- 
ery. “To us,” says Gustave Tery, “there is no differ- 
ence between a necklace costing a million francs and 
one costing three frances; but: to the rich the differ- 
ence is very real, since it comes, if I calculate cor- 
rectly, to nine hundred and ninety-nine thousand nine 
hundred and ninety-seven francs. Which is not to be 
sneezed at.”

With the government of Holland pledging itself to 
-bestow suffrage upon certain elasses .of' women, follow- 
ing closely upon similar action in Hungary, the world- 
wide Gharacter of the sufffage movement becomes | 
more than. ever apparent. Neither in Hungary nor in 
Holiand are the women satisfied with half-way meas- 
ures, however. ._Not less than. a thousand protestants 
sent in a deputation to the premier yesterday  demand- 
ing that*they be placed‘on an absolute political equal- 
ity with men, and the premier thought it at least worth 
while to explain to them ‘that this could be done as 
soon as the constitution was altered. The women,’ 
however, demanded that a pledge that this will be 
These European’ de- 
velopments are more striking than our own suffrage 
victories, because one expects vital political changes 
in a new country, and a democracy, and does not ex- 
pect them so readily where custom and tradition are so 
firmly rooted as they are in the smaller countries of 
Europe. The speed with which the movement has gone 
ahead in the last five” years is simply amazing. No 
one would have ventured. to predict such happenings 
ten years ago; now no one would dare to say that we 
shall not have a German government promising suf- 
frage within the next deeade. At any rate, this Dutch 
women’s victory may be expected to cause further ire 
among their British allies across the channel, and Mr. 
Asquith will have to face the question why England 
should lag behind her little neighbor of the North Sea. 
—New York Evening Post.

The old butternut, a vgry rich and fragrant nut of 
the olden time, has almost disappeared.

| The Tennessee Gindes Pulling | 


The entire. state of Tennessee has been stirred up 
recently by the announcement that a gander pulling 
was to be a feature of the Tennessee State fair at 
Nashville. 


Gander pulling is defined by the Standard Diction- 
ary as “a cruel rustic sport consisting in the attempt 
to seize and tear off the head of a gander while riding 
at full speed past the place where the bird is sus- 
pended or pinned to the ground.”’ The present genera- 
tion knows little about gander pulling except from 
hearsay. If traditions are to be relied upon gander 
pulling was at one time a popular form of amusement 
in some parts of the south and west. 

Obviously in these days of advanceing civilization 
there could not be much demand for a revival of that 
sort of sport.
